Wm. Jennings Bryan, the Popo­ 
crat nominee for president, baa come 
and gone, and the number of people 
favoring sound money keep increas­ 
ing. 
His reception here was very 
much in the nature of a frost, and his 
oratorical effort was a failure. He 
failed to arouse any enthusiasm what 
ever, aud his ill-timed and indiscreet 
remarks here did not help the Popo­ 
crat ic cause to say the least. The 
Democrats “aint sayin’ a word” anc 
the Republicans are smiling anc 
satisfied as a result of his visit. 
The special train 
bringing Mr 
Bryan in his palace car arrived here 
at 1:55 exactly on schedule time, and 
stopped at the Sixth street crossing, 
and he was immediately escorted: 
from the train to the band stand, in 
the park opposite the Y. M. C. A. 
It was a beautiful fall day, and 
large crowd of people, variously esti­ 
mated from 1,500 to 3,000, about 
tbree-fourths of the men wearing 
yellow badges, had 
assembled to 
greet the distinguished visitor. Dr. 
Hemstead and J. H. Koop went to 
Staples to meet the Bryan party, and 
were the first to emerge from the car, 
and were followed by Mr. Bryan and 
Charles A. Towne, who accompanied 
Mr. Bryan on his tour through this 
district. 
The crowd evidently did 
not recognize Mr. 
Bryan, for he 
emerged from the car and bad got 
half way to the speakers stand before 
a sound was made. At length some 
one yelled “there he is*’ aud a faint, 
very faiut cheer was given by the 
very few silverites present. 
When 
he mounted the stand another at 
tempt was made to cheer. Dr. Hem 
stead introduced Mr. Bryan as the 
next president of the United States, 
and a lone silverite near the stand 
yelled “whoopee” and another faint 
attempt to cheer was made. Mr. 
Bryan then began his address. His 
voice was quite husky at first, bot 
cleared somewhat as he proceeded. 
Ile begau by telling the men that 
they were coerced, which was not 
only insulting but very silly in view 
of the fact that the railroad shops 
were shut down to give the employes 
a chance to hear him. He delivered 
mach the same remarks that one 
reads every day in the papers, only 
they seemed more flat and meaning 
less to hear the man atter them him­ 
self. One particularly bright gem 
was his statement that a farmer or 
laboring man knew as much about 
finances as the most eminent finan- 
ceer, and if a debate was arranged 
between a farmer and a financier on 
finances, the farmer would know the 
most about the subject. 
This is 
equivalent to saying that a newspaper 
man could run an engine better than 
an experienced engineer, or that a 
man who can barely read or writs 
knows more about teaching school 
than a college professor. He spoke 
about 13 minutes, aud was applauded 
at "intervals very faintly, Bro. Stiv­ 
ers, who was on the stand leading off, 
As he closed cries for Mr. Towns 
were made and that gentleman re­ 
sponded. There was some snap and 
fire to bis remarks and the crowd 
actually applauded once with some 
enthusiasm. He said Mr. Bryan we* 
already elected, which was undoubtr 
edly as near the truth as most of bis 
statements upon the platform this 
fall. He spoke for about IO minutes, 
and at the close the party immediate­ 
ly returned to the train and it left for 
Aitkin, Mf?’ Bryan carqe out on the 
rear platform as the train pulled out 
and Mr. Bryan shook hands with 
several of his admirers before start­ 
ing. 
The staud in which Bryan spoke 
was decorated with flags and bunting 
and looked very pretty. In the stand 
daring the speech were Hon. H. O, 
Stivers, Hon. Werner Hemstead, Hon. 
L. F. W M 0! Rev. Fr. Lynch, J. H. 
Koop, J. F. McGinnis, to ter 
E. H. Simmons and E. F. Atwood. 
The best of order was maintained, not 
a Republican making any demonstra­ 
tion whatever. One or two admirers 
of the distinguished gentleman, who 
had imbibed too much, insisted on 
interrnpting him once or twice, but 
otherwise the beet of order was main­ 
tained. 
The Republicans of the city, got 
badges printed bearing the words 
“sound 
money,” 
and wore them 
daring the reception, and wherever 
the eye of the speaker fell the flatter­ 
ing insignia of honesty in finance 
greeted the speaker’s eye. The object

Knowing what an insignifi­ 
cant showing they would make, this 
angered the silverites, and Editor 
Stivers, of the Journal, issued a circu­ 
lar charging the sound money men 
with an intention of breaking up the 
meeting. It was false and malic­ 
ious and Mr. Stivers knew it, but 
aa our citizens are well aware he is 
not above methods qf this kind 
It was also rumored 
that sound 
money badges bad been secured by 
them to pin on some toughs iu their 


employ to interrupt the meeting, and 
then charge the same to the Republi­

Clough, we desire to make this 
unsolicited statement for the benefit of 
those who care to kuow the factai 
Under a land grant made to the state 
in lh*Kl, by congress, for the benefit of 
the Hastings A Dakota Railway com­ 
pany. about 60,000 scree of land in 
Swift, Chippewa, Big Stone and Ste­ 
vens counties were set apart for 'In­ 
demnity” 
purposes. A 
conflict 
be­ 
tween this and ancther grant delayed 
the government adjustment of th* 
matter until after 1673. It must be 
borne in*«nlnd that the state never had 
any interest, title or claim to this 
tract aa state land. It was simply a 
grant to the state in trust for the rail­ 
way company, and the only question 
Involved was whether the lands should 
go to the Hastings A Dakota company 
or be restored to the government for 
the benefit of the settlers who had 
“squatted” thereon. The congression­ 
al grant provided that the jrrant, when 
earned and properly selected by the 
company, should be certified to th* 
stat* by the secretary of the Interior, 
and it was thereupon made the duty 
of the governor, without any option on 
his part, to deed the lands to the rail­ 
way company. The Hastings A Da­ 
kota company lost Its charter In 1887, 
for failure to operate Its line of road, 
having sold the same to tho Chicago, 
Milwaukee A St. Paul oompaOy, and 
was given by law three years thereaf­ 
ter in which to wind up Its affairs and 
dispose of Its property. Within that 
time it sold all Its property and as­ 
signed all Its claim to these uncertain 
“indemnity” lands to Its vice presi­ 
dent, Russell Sage of New York. 
Commissioner Stone, the laat Repub­ 
lican commissioner of the general land 
office, had decided that th* “a*l*ctlon" 
made by the company before the as­ 
signment to Sag* was Invalid. Act­ 
ing upon the strength of this decision, 
and competent legal advlc*, for th* 
purpose of aiding the settlers thereon 
to get these lands, we drew and se­ 
cured the passage of the hill, where­ 
by, bees us* of suoh invalid s*l*ctlon, 
the state virtually refused to receive 
the lands under th# grant, or dead t* 
the railway company, or to Rage and 
Its assignees, and directed th* govern­ 
or to relinquish the lands on behalf of 
the state to the government. But In 
the fall of 1804 Mr. Hoke Smith, the 
Democratic secretary o f ♦*£. Interior, 
overruled the former decision of Com­ 
missioner Stone, and In November of 
that year certified to the state a email 
part,'about 5,000 acres, of this tract, 
for the exclusive benefit of Russell 
Sage, under the old grant. The Demo­ 
cratic auditor of state certified the list 
to the governor’s office to be de* led to 
Sage, and it thereupon became the im­ 
perative duty of the governor, in obey­ 
ing the law, to sign the deed. This 
was tho atat* of affairs when Gov. 
Clough took the office in January, ’00. 
There was no secrecy or concealment 
about this matter at any stage. These 
facts were notoriously of record and 
well known to everybody interested. 
The only people concerned, the resi­

Clough, 
that had turned them down in the 
matter of the tract of 5 ,0 0 0 scree, and 
they also knew that Gov.

Under the origi­ 
nal United States law. when the grant 
was made it was declared to b* the 
duty of the governor of this state, 
whenever anv of Mid lands were so 
certified to the atate by the general 
government, to deed the Mine to the 
railroad company. Under this law, 
whioh the governor, when be took th* 
oath of office swore to obey, this tract 
of 5,000 acres should have been deeded 
to the company In December, 1804, or 
January, 1805, the signing of such a 
deed being en act of the governor over 
which he exercised no discretion what­ 
ever, but which was a compulsory 
duty Imposed by law. 
“The land, In fact, was not deeded 
promptly, ae both Gov. Nelson and 
Gov. Clough declared that,ualeea the 
signing of the deed wan obligatory, 
they would not execute it, Mob declar­ 
ing hit unmeasured sympathy with 
the Mttlera, and exprtMlng the hope 
that they might get the land Instead of 
the company.

One of (he R obbers and a M arshal 
Are Dead. 
Elm ore. Mini!., Oct, l l . — Sensation 
follows sensation in tile uow fam ous 
Sherburne double m urder and bauk 
robbery. 
The cruel killing of C ashier 
George B. T horburn and C o lla to r Olaf 
J. O estern Is avenged in part, but a t 
the sacrifice of the life of a brax’e cit­ 
izen of Iowa. 
A t 9:15 one of the men supposed to 
be im plicated in the Sherburne affair 
w as surprised a t the home of a farm ­ 
er fourteen miles east of Elm ore. 
H e 
opened fire on the posse, killing WMH 
igm Galliou. m arshal of Bancroft, aq 
Iowa tow’U tw enty-three miles south of 
this place. "Carrying a t least txvo bul­ 
lets fp his body, the m urderer, still 
tru stin g to his bicycle to escatie, was 
wrought down by a bullet from a rifle 
in the bauds of D eputy Sheriff E. B 
W’ard of M artin county. 
W ounded 
unto death, but desperate to the last, 
the fugitive put the muzzle of a thir- 
fy-elght-caliber revolver to his bead 
and blew out his brains. 
The posse 
th a i 
accomplish!*!! tile 
capture anti 
death o f one of the robbers found in 
bis possession a roll of bauk notes es­ 
tim ated to Amount to about $700. 
It 
has been placed, securely sealed, iu the 
private bank of C. D. WMlliauis A Co. 
of this place. 
The body xxas brought 
to Elm ore by the posse aud an inquest 
is being conducted. 
T he chase ended right on the border 
Hue betxx-eeu 
loxxa and 
M innesota. 
M arshal Gallion xvas killed in Iowa 
aud the robber In M innesota. 
Tile 
body of M arshal Gallion xvas takeu to 
B ancroft, 
The Dead R obber'* Accomplice 
Is still a t large, A telephone m essage 
xvas received to-day from Txvin ta k e s, 
a short distance 
from 
A lbert Lea, 
stating th a t ho had been traced In 
some heavy tim ber near Txvin lakes, 
and asking 
for assistance. 
Posses 
were sent out from Blue E arth City 
and other points, but nothing has been 
heard from the m an-hunt indicative 
of suci^ess. 
In this vicinity it is be- 
liex’ed th a t the robbers separated a 
short distance from Sherburne aud that 
the rem aining robber abandoned his 
wheel and is now hiding along the 
xxest branch of the Des Moines river 
n ear Jackson. 
The m an-hunt which 
ended in the death of one of the men, 
of whose identity as one of the Sher­ 
burne bank robbers there seem s lit­ 
tle doubt, w as conducted by four men 
—D eputy Sheriff E. E. W'srd of Fair- 
fuopt. M artin county; Milo O. CoftVy 
pf 
Sherburue, M artin county; 
Lafe 
Kfijler of Bancroft, K ossuth county, 
fpwa, and M arshal ^Villiam Galliot), 
who ip the discharge pf hi* d ufy w as 
•hot dead. The history of the chase is 
one punctured w ith tlreleee, unrem it­ 
tin g ‘ energy and peril. 
All the mop 
mimed above had been op the trail of 
the dead 
robber 
since Wvdneeitoy, 
when the tragedy a t Sherburne was 
com m itted. 
They began Separately, 
following direct clues, and aa the scent 
becam e ive nu 
they cam e 
together. 
In Elm ore the scenes alm ost baffled 
description. 
T he news spread rapidly 
and (he streets xvere crowded by a 
motley croxvd 
gathered 
from miles 
around. 
The 
people 
stood 
on the 
street corners and discussed the fresh 
tragedy Iii loxv tones, except when the 
thought of the m urdered m arshal of 
B ancroft caused their anger to break 
forth In fresh invective 
ag ain st the 
i)k*ce of clay th a t occupied a rough 
bench in another portion of the to xvii. 
There seem s little 
doubt th a t the 
lien who roim niited the crim e a t Slicr- 
iunip are strangers to this p art of thp 
state. 
No onp know s or professes Jo 
know thp nauip of the dead m urderer. 
'flipre are m any conjectures as to their 


o ther nu old-fashioned Sm ith & W’es- 
son four-barreled 22-caliber. 
H e xvas 
taken to the m ayor’s office, xvhere a 
search w as made. 
H is pockets were 
w ell filled w ith cartridges and a sm all 
am ount of money found. 
The m an 
told contradicting stories iii the a fte r­ 
noon and last evening, but to-day he 
m ade a com plete ixuifession. 
Dcalea th e Shootla*. 
T he <*onfes8km w as rei-um l by his 
captor. M arshal Ruby, this morning. 
In it he denies tile killing of either of 
the men in the Sherburne bauk, and 
says th a t his brother planm*d tile rob­ 
bery. 
The confession w as not m ade 
until the young m an had h*arneAl th a t 
his brother w as ilead. 
M arshal Ruby 
guarded the prisoner in his own home 
last evening. 
Ile w as very kind to 
the young m an, treating him more as 
a friend than the desperate robber he 
w as supposed to lie. 
A fter breakfast 
M arshal Ruby and tile prisoner had a 
long 4*onversation iii which the m ar­ 
shal gradually turned tile suhjiM't to 
the Slm rburne affair. The prisoner re- 
m arkeil In a seem ingly careless xvay 
th at he understood one of the men had 
been A*alight. 
M arshal Ruby said yes. 
and in capturing him he xvas shot and 
killed, but shot to Aiea th a not lier man 
before going him self. 
T he m arshal's 
statem ent half-stunned the prisoner. 
H e bowed his head betxvA*en his Ila lids 
and sat 
thus for 
several 
m inutes. 
F inally he look<nl up aud sa iii in loxv 
tones: 
The R obber's Conf Amnion. 
"I suppose I might as xvell m ake a 
clean breast of it all. 
The felloxv th at 
w as killed xvas my brother. We robin*a1 
the bank a t Sherburne, lint I am not 
guilty of killing cue of tile men. 
It 
w as agreA'd th at xve xxere not to shoot. 
My brother cam e to our home, where 
I w as staying with my parents, and 
askeil me to help iiiin roil the bauk. 
H e had tile SA*heme ail planned. 
I 
cons<*ntA*Al finally and xxv went there 
several days ago. re v a lu in g iii the 
neighborhocil. W e fixed uikui W ednes­ 
day as the day and rede into town on 
our wheels 
about I) o’clo<*k 
iii Hie 
forenoon. 
W e rem ained on the out­ 
side streets some tim e and when the 
coast xvas clear wont 
to (lie bank. 
There xvere tw o men behind (lie coun­ 
ter. 
W e thought they were liotli a*ou- 
nc*cted xvith the bank. 
I first accosted 
the banker to 
drnxv bis 
attention, 
w hen the other fA*llow drew txxo re­ 
volvers aud aim ing at tin* men told 
them to throxv up their hands. Ju st a t 
th a t mom ent 
lie fired, and I 
said: 
•Come. let’s 
get 
out of 
this,” and 
junqied out of a window. 
H e sail! ’a t­ 
tend to your business.’ and so I xveut 
to the money draw er anti took out the 
money. 
I thought there w as ii I hi ut 
$700 iii the bunch I had. 
I put it in a 
sack th a t we iuul for th at purpose, and 
then xx-e cut the screen of a back win­ 
dow and left the toxvn on our bicycles. 
Ju st a s xve got on the bicycles I ham l­ 
et! the other fellow the money and lie 
put it in his bicycle bag. 
W e sep­ 
arated about tw o anti a im lf milt's out 
of Sherburne. 
My brother being the 
best rider, m ade south for the state 
line and I took a southw esterly direc 
tion until I got south of Jackson, aud 
tbeu I struck out south along the Des 
Moines river 
to Algona.

crossed the country around by B ritt 
and F orest City to Lake Mills. 
I had 
a pretty hard tim e getting through." 
R efuses lo Tell Ills name. 
It will be noticed th at the prisoner 
m akes use of the term “the other fel­ 
low " xvhen alluding to the m an he 
said w as his brother. 
M arshal Ruby 
said fl at he use<i th a t expression ju st 
as it occurs above and th at lie also 
used the w ords “my brother" xvliore 
they occur. 
M'o a reporter the prison­ 
er refused to 
m ake 
any statem ent 
cou<*erniug him self or his identity. He 
also refuses to talk to any one else, 
and he and the m arshal have not al­ 
luded ngaiu to the Sherburne affair. 
Tile prisoner absolutely refuses to tell 
any oue bis right name. 
A fter m ak­ 
ing the confession to M arshal Ruby 
the latter asked the prisoner to tell his 
right nam e, but he shook his head aud 
said: "I do not xvish my folks to kuoxv 
anything about this. 
I 'spose I shall 
plead guilty nuder an assum ed name. 
The nam e lie first gave upon lieing 
taken iuto custody xvas Jim McMullen. 
H e U4>xv says th at it is a fictitious 
nam e, but xviii give no other, so th a t 
is the nam e under which he xviii prob 
ably be arraigned. 
Ile xviii be taken 
to Hie Blue E arth county jail, located 
In Blue E arth City, for safe ki*eping, 
a s it is considered dangerous to bulge 
film iii Hic county Jail at Fairm ount.

M arshal Ruby OA*4‘iipleAt the 
aam e room w ith the prisoner, and, in 
fact, has kept a personal w atch over 
him ever sill!** his A*apture. 
He has 
been xvell behaved, has a good eAliu*a 
tion and talks well on alm ost any sub­ 
ject. 
T his forenoon lie silent reading 
and playing on an organ in M arshal 
R uby's parlor, on which instrum ent lie 
is a gooil perform er. 
W hile reading 
he asked Mrs, Ruby for some books 
on scientific subjects. 
A huudroAl or more (>4*ople iii tile im­ 
m ediate vicinity d ro \e into town niu| 
occtipiA'd a portion of the walk in fron^ 
of M arshal Ruby's resiliency in thy 
hope of getting a glim pse of the pits 
oupr. 
Ip this xviiy tnpy xvpre foil? I as 
long as thy prisoner xxas In the house*, 
as (by blim ls xvere kept closed. 
They 
accom plished th eir object later, how­ 
ever, when thy prisoner w as removed 
Jq Justice Dypisop’s offl(*4\ and again 
xvhen lie w as photographed- 
T here w as softie idle talk of lynch 
law being exercised iu his case, but it 
soon proved m ere gossip. 


Now flint the excitem ent tins co* Ted 
down the people a re becoming m ilder 
In th eir view s of the situation. Slmriff 
H ill is confident th a t ha* attem pt xxiii 
be m ade to lynch the prisoner; but in 
order to m ake assurances doubly sure, 
tin* sheriff had five cir six deputies 
SA-attered through the x-oach on the 
train from (Sherburne. It w as intended 
to have D eputy Sheriff D unn of .Jack­ 
son county 
drix-e the 
prisoner 
to 
W orthington and place him in the jail 
there in 4’ase 
It xvas 
apparent th at 
m ischief xvas Intended by tin* citizens. 
But there w ere not more than a dozen 
stran g ers in Fairm ont xvlmn tile train 
cam e in aud pulled axvuy, aud the 
services of the deputies xvere not n«*ed- 
od. 
The prisoner xvas guarded by the 
usual jail fo rte xvitli one extra deputy 
sheriff on w atch. 
M nkra A nother Confession. 
Inside the ja il the prisoner was put 
rhrough a s.x stom a tie course of atoss- 
Apu'sttoning. 
H e told his story of th e 
crim e exactly as it xvas gix-cn yester­ 
day, aud xvhen boing pliA*il w ith a 
m ultitude of Aptest ions, adm itted that 
It w as him self and com panion xvho set 
fire to a building a t H eron ta k e xvitli 
the object of attractin g tin* attention 
of the bank 
officials and 
draw ing 
them aw ay from the bank by tile un­ 
usual oA*eurrenoe of a fire. 
"W e w ere successful iii getting them 
out of the bank,” th e prisoner said. 
“and our plan would have anorn*!led 
had not the bank officials taken tilt* 
precaution to 
first lock up all the 
funds. 
W e got into the bank all right 
but got nothing. 
W e m ade 
up our 
miiHls then th a t flu* (dun would not 
xvork in the future and tackled the 
Sherburne job, which had lieen previ­ 
ously planned, but gi»en up because 
xve thought it 
xvas too risky. 
W e 
finally decided to try it. how ever.” 
Being 
asked W hy lie 
rode boldly 
through Lake Mills, tilt* prisoner sn hi: 
“Oh, I hfiAl ridden through several 
place's like th a t and was only stopped 
txviee, and them they asked me if I 
had eueouiiteret] the man for xvhoin 
they xvere looking, and did not SA *em to 
suspect uh*. 
W hen xv<* separated out 
of Sherburne it xvas agreed I lint xx-e 
should nicA*t in A lbert Lea oil Oct. 15 
to divide the mouey and (dan some­ 
thing cise.” 
Iu regard to himself, his nam e or 
place of residence, tin* prisoner still 
refuses to m ake aud statem ent.

I xviii md bring dis- 
grai-e upon them if I eau help it."

A F orm idable B aul ae of Deotrae- 
4 loa. 
Experiments are now betag tried 
with a view of combining torpedo 
boats and aerial machines In hostile 
operations against ships or forts. A 
boat bas lieeu designed to dive under 
w ater and fire a torpedo into a battle­ 
sh ip s hull. The proiweed aerial gun 
will send a shell of explosives through 
the air and drop It on an enemy’s deck 
or into a fort. If the combination of 
these two machine:* should prove suc­ 
cessful. the craft will lie the most 
wonderful engine of destruction in 
modern w arfare. The aerial gun Is to 
be placed in the bow. and will he op­ 
erated in this wise:. The boat, for In­ 
stance, is moving along the surface at 
a iifteeu-knot speed. At the word of 
command her petroleum tires are put 
out, the electric engines started, the 
smokestack and air shaft draw n in­ 
side the vessel aud covered over. She 
is made to sink by adm itting w ater to 
her tanks. At the same moment two 
horizontal rudders at the stern are In­ 
clined upward and the 85-toot steel 
cigar-shaped craft dives like a por- 
tioise. She runs ordinarily either three 
or thirty feet under the surface, but 
abe Is built to stand the pressure of a 
depth of seventy feet. She has a con­ 
stant tendency to rise. but is kept be­ 
low by the horizontal rodders on her 
stern. 
Should she aecidentaly sink 
there are autom atic 
arrangements, 
governed by the outside w ater press­ 
ure. that empty the water tanks aud 
compel tin* vessel to rise to the sur­ 
face. The effect of tile tire of this ma­ 
chine is the more appalling lieoause it 
can lie delivered without giving the 
slightest sign to the enemy. When ap­ 
proaching an enemy the vessel rises to 
within three feet of the surface, and a 
revolving looking-glass is raised above 
the water. This reflects down Into 
the lioat through a tube all the sur­ 
roundings. When the range of a hos­ 
tile fort is obtained the bow of the 
bout is allowed to come on a level with 
the surface of the water, barely ex­ 
posing the mouth of the aerial gun. 
The body or tae gun is inside the beat. 
Then pneumatic pressure sends a load 
of destruction into the air and down 
into the fort. Tile boat drolls took iuto 
tin* depths of the sea. and the enemy 
cannot tell whence the shot comes. 
There is no smoke; nothing in sight 
hut a few ripples on the water. 


Italalaar to w e re d T rolley Fares. 
There must be a limit to cutting in 
all Industries, ami this limit has been 
reached in Detroit in the cheapening 
of street railroad tickets. In that city, 
where formerly six tickets were sold 
for a quarter, the patrons of the elec­ 
tric roads have for the past seven 
months been getting eight tickets for 
that price. The managers of the roads 
now say that t h e y cannot get a fair 
return on their investment at the low 
rates, aud the old plan has been re­ 
sumed. This cheap fare experiment, 
which has deeply interested the street 
railway community. ap|»eara to have 
beeu a sheer failure. The company 
which tried it has lost $80,000 in re­ 
ceipts during the present year. It is 
not unlikely that the incident will have 
Its lesson in other places where the 
agitation has bren takeu up. It is sug­ 
gested that the ouly reasonable alter­ 
native offering to the flat 5-oeut fare 
is the Euroi>eaii plan of charging a 
cumulative fare by a punctured ticket 
system. That has its disadvantages, 
and besides it is not likely to lie pop­ 
ular, aa a man can ride further and 
lietter for a nickel in America than in 
any other country. One point which 
has been established in the recent agi­ 
tation is that lower fares do not seem 
to have greatly stimulated travel. The 
iuferenre is that the business induced 
by cutting the fare I cent, or even 2 
rents, is often a negligible quantity. 
A much sounder way of meeting the 
public is to keep up the fare, and give 
tliem comfortable ears aud smooth, 
well kept roads. 


STACKING COIN FODDBK. 


IM M F ractleal la w n U o a * From a 
P ra sra w iT t Farm er. 
In all the operations of the farm 
these la alw ays a big chance to get 
new and valuable ideas or get a new 
application of an old Idea. There are 
four and a half million farm ers In the 
iTnitedStatea, and a great many of 
them are bright, thinking men. who 
use the head aa well as the hands in 
their farm work. Stacking corn fodder 
la an im poitant operation to the dairy 
fanner, who has ne silo, and tile fol­ 
lowing la the way John M. Jam ison of 
Ohio describes his method In the Na­ 
tional Stockman: 
“Fodder should alw ays be ricked so 
that it can be used from the end of the 
rick, not uncovered any faster than it 
la used. To do this, the builder should 
commence a t the point farthest from 
the place It Is to be fed. finishing each 
course a t the end of th e rick from 
which it is to be used, lf carefully 
built this way, but little fodder will be 
exposed while the rick Is being fed out. 
In stacking, the middle of the rick 
should always be kept full. W hen a 
rick has been draw n In until a bundle 
will reach across it, bundles should be 
laid lengthwise of the rick In the cen­ 
ter. two side and side and one on top 
of these. The bundles should be set 
upright along this center row until 
they extend far enough to shed the 
w ater off the main part of the rick, lf 
there la any fear that the work has 
not been well done, and there is dan 
ger of the rick taking water, the 
whole rick can be easily and quickly 
covered. Set bundles a row or two 
deep around the butt of the rick, as 
may be necessary to give the second 
course, set on the bands of these, slant 
sufficient to prevent falling out from 
the rick. The courses eau be contin 
lied in this way. setting each course of 
bundles on the bauds ot the preceding 
course until the whole outer surface of 
the rick Is covered, and if they are 
carefully placed the rick will be se­ 
cure against water."

the best kind to use ss a basis for a 
new variety we plant the remainder of 
the original unmixed sample of seed, 
usually a peck or more, on a few to 
several acres of good land well pre­ 
pared. The seed is planted slightly 
thicker than it is desired to stand, 
using the ordinary check row planter. 
The drag la used to kill the weeds lo 
the hill until the corn is several Inches 
high, and the cultivator follows, three 
to five times, to loosen the surface soil 
and to kill weeds. When the corn is 
several inches high, we pull out of 
each hill all weak plants, in order that 
the mating amy take place among 
vigorous IU rent s only. When the com 
begins to tassel we pass by every bill 
and remove the weak tassels; in other 
words, emasculate every stalk which 
does uot promise a good vigorous ear. 
Thus we secure to Ute entire field only 
pollen from vigorous stalks, nearly 
every one of which has the inherited 
quality of producing a good yield of 
grain.

Foraare Pinata. 
The departm ent of agriculture has 
just issued a bulletin by Prof. F. Lam- 
son Scribner, chief of the division of 
agrostology, giving a descriptive list 
of fodder and forage plants, exclusive 
of grasses. The scientific names of 
fifty-six of these forage plants are 
given iu alphabetical order, each fol­ 
lowed by a brief description of the 
plant with its most important cliarac- 
I (eristics, and giving such Information 
' with regard to it as it is believed the 
! farm er aud others interested would lie 
i most likely to desire to know. The 
aim has beeu to make the work as 
popular iii its character and as free 
from technicalities as possible. 
Be­ 
sides the cultivated forage plants a 
nullifier of native species that have 
never beeu cultivated are included in 
the enumeration. 
There are in the 
Fnited States over 200 native or wild 
siiecies of this class which are rec­ 
ognized locally as excellent forage 
plants. It is thought that more atten­ 
tion should lie given to these natives, 
as there is reason to believe that

with friction wheels, treadle and ar- 
bo), but instead of the stone, hang a 
wheel made of two-inch plank and 
about threes feet iu diameter. Drive 
nails through the wheel parallel to the 
axis, allowing them to project about 
half an inch on each side.. Don't lie 
afraid of using too many, but drive 
them so thick and close together that, 
la the six outer inches, you cannot 
touch the wheel with your finger, be­ 
ing careful to have the ends project 
evenly. Bind the wheel with a heavy 
Iron tire, to preserve an even motion. 
and the machine Is complete. To use 
It, start the wheel with the treadle, let­ 
ting It revolve towards you. Then 
take a sunflower head In each hand 
aud hold them against the protruding 
nails. H ardly nu instant will be re­ 
quired to shell off the seeds. Some op­ 
erators eau work more rapidly by al­ 
ternating; that is, holding the head 
first with one hand and then with the 
other. This will depend upon practice, 
but by either method, a man will have 
little difficulty in shelling twelve or 
fifteen bushels in sn hour. Another 
style of machine has a cylinder stud­ 
ded with spikes Instead of a wheel. 
This will do the work fully as well but 
requires more power. When used as 
fuel, the stalks and seed cups of the 
sunflower will last about as long as a 
sim ilar amount of pine; but the quan­ 
tity of heat given off is much greater. 
Sunflower seeds may be stored in bar­ 
rels, or small bins, and must be close­ 
ly watched, or they may heat.—Orange 
Judd Farmer. 


Vain* of allose. 
Silage is renting to lie better appre­ 
ciated every year, specially among 
dairymen, although its use is by no 
rneaus coufiued to them. While the old 
question whether, itound for pound, 
well preserved silage has any advant­ 
age in feeding value over perfectly 
cured fodder tuay lie left undeter­ 
mined. which is about where numerous 
careful experiments leave it, it is un­ 
doubtedly true that silage is more cer­ 
tainly made each year than good corn 
fodder. Not far from SO per cent of 
the amount of corn put In the silo can 
lie taken out aouad aud available for 
feeding, and this is a larger amount of 
feeding value than can be obtainad 
from the same corn when cut aud 
shocked. 
A hundred tons of silage 
will give 25 anim als forty pounds a 
day for 2 0 0 days, and with good corn 
aud a good year the IOO tons can be 
grown on IO acres. There is no other 
way that we know of by which so 
large an amount of feed of equal value

palatableuess eau be obtained 
from the saute area. Moreover, silage 
as a summer fe«*d, when the pastures 
are bare and dry, as they usually are 
iu the W est In ordinary years, is a 
wonderful help to both the anim als 
aud the pastures. For the dairy It 
especially offords a means of main­ 
taining the milk flew during the dry 
season that cannot be as cheaply 
equalled by anything else that has yet 
been tried in the corn belt. 


W eeds and Good F a r ai I aa.

The remedy 
for weeds is to keep tbe land busy 
witb a good crop on It. and this means 
that the farm er must give persistent 
aud connected thought to bls business.

Although the excitement caused by 
the discovery of the "X ” rays has in 
a great measure abated, experiments 
are being quietly prosecuted in many 
laboratories with a view of widening 
the range of utility already suggested 
by Prof. Roentgen's discovery. 
In one new experiment In Germany 
the human body was subjected to tbe 
action of the rays through an apparatus 
of special design, which enabled spec­ 
tators to dearly observe the action of 
the diaphragm demonstration was made 
in England, where the Roentgen rays 
were applied to animals without an­ 
aesthetics, more particularly for diag­ 
nostic purposes. 
Where radiographs 
of living animals are ordinarily taken 
the subject has to be kept still, either 
forcibly or by anaesthetics, but In this 
case the animals were moving when the 
pictures were taen. 
The first application of the raj’s was 
made to two horses’ Knees, one of which 
W’as broken-kueed.

THE TROUBLE PROBABLY SETTLED. 


And Ten Thousand Dollars WHI Bs Im- 


msdlatsly Expended in Improving 


The Water Works Plant. 


For the past two years the city 
Connell and the Minnesota Wfater 
Works Company have been at logger­ 
heads over our present water service, 
and as a result the city council hat 
paid no hydrant rental for that time. 
The council insisted that the company 
did not furnish adequate pressure, 
the water was impure, extensions 
were not made as directed, and in 
other way* the company did not com­ 
ply with its agreement with the city. 
The matter has been talked over and 
argued with Mr. Tighe, the president 
of the company, all to no purpose un­ 
til Saturday evening, when at a spec­ 
ial meeting of the council Mr. Tighe 
appeared before that body and made 
a verbal proposition of what the com­ 
pany would do in case the city would 
pay up the rental due. The council 
took no action then, but requested 
Mr. Tighe to submit the proposition 
in writing at a meeting to be held on 
Tuesday. Mr. Tight* returned to St. 
Paul and sent the following proposi­ 
tion:

U e n t l r n k n : —I nm authorized by the Minne­ 
sota Water Work* Company to submit the fol­

The City of Brainerd I* at present indebted to 
the Company in the sn rn of $8,(WE, being the 
aggregate am ount of hydrant rental which fell 
due July I, 1895, January 1,1896 and July 1,1806, 
respectively. On January I, 1897, there will be 
dne Sa,675 additions', making the total which 
will be then due 810,700. 
The Water Company ha* canard it* plant to be 
carefully examined 
by 
Mr. Robert Bement, 
president of the St. Paul Water Board, and the 
improvements he recommend* are In general as 
follows: 
I. Extending the Intaking ptpe Into the wain 
channel of the river. 
* 2. Repairing and raising the pnmpa and 
boiler*, *o that they will do more efficient work 
and be above high water mark. 
8. The introduction of two mechanical filters 
of 400,000 gallons daily capacity each. 
4. The laying of from 4,006 ta 5,000 feet of new 
main to connect the d liferent sections of the city, 
and In this way Improve the pressure where It is 
now deflclant. 
5. The replacing with new pipe of each parte 
of th# pipe at present IS the ground aa has be 
come rotten through lap** of time and from 
other cause*. 
Mr. Bement exrwna* the opinion that if the 
pipe for the last named purpose in furnished free 
ol charge, as It will be, the ajitam can ba put in 
shape for lea* than $10,OM), even though It should 
appear that a* much ai two or three milaa of tho 
present mains have ta be replaced. 
The Company’* plan la ta have Mr. Bement 
state to you exactly what he can do, and ha will 
attend a meeting of the Couaeil on Wednesday 
next for this purpose. If you are satisfied from 
his statements and hit reputation that he la the 
proper party and will carry through what ha 
undertakes, it will put the work nuder his ckarge 
a* engineer to be poshed through aa gnickly a# 
possible. The contractor* will have to bo paid 
after the usual method followed In city contracts. 
That Ie, far the work done during any one month, 
they will be entitled to an estimate Ieaa fifteen 
per cent en the first of (he following month, and 
these estimates will ba payable on the fifteenth 
day of the month la which they are Issued. 
These estimate* will be issued on Mr. Bement'* 
approval sad will be payable by the city treasurer 
oatof the hydrant rental fond now daa and to 
become due on January 1, 1897. up to tho limit 
of 110,000. Bolbra the work can ba contracted 
for It will be necessary to know In soma binding 
way that this money will ha available to pay for 
it. On the athor hand, tho Company will agree 
that the entire 110.000 will he need tor the pur­ 
pose of Improving the plant and for that purpose 
only. Should the betterment a contemplated by 
Mr. Bement'a plan cost less than HO,OW the 
balance will bs kept In trust on some arrange­ 
ment to he agreed en for further Improvements 
in the future. The WW d Serenes between the 
<10,700 dne and to besoms daa for hydrant m aul, 
and the $10,OW to he aaed in the way proponed, 
the Company aeedt to fat itself ont of debt in­ 
curred in sinking the experimental wall at the 
power house last winter. 
This fives the general scheme in rough to bo 
redncod hereafter to (he Shape ef a regular con­ 
tract. The Company will consent to any safe­ 
guards the city desires, and In general do every­ 
thing in Its power to aeenre the objects aimed at.

QThs above proposition was read on 
Tuesday evening, but aa it teemed to 
differ somewhat from Mr. Tighe’a 
verbal proposition, the counoil did 
not confider it at all, but adjourned 
until Wednesday evening, when Mr. 
Tighe was to be present. 
On Wednesday evening Mr. Tight 
appeared before tbs eouncil accom­ 
panied by Mr. Robert Bement, presi­ 
dent of the St. Paul water board, and 
an expert in putting in water pinata, 
and Mr. Horaoe Stavena, also a mem­ 
ber of the St. Paul board and a prom­ 
inent contractor. 
Mr. Bement had 
examined the plant thoroughly, and 
explained to the council what would 
be necessary to furnish adequate 
force and purify the water. He said 
if the dead ends of the mains were 
connected so as to produce a continu­ 
ous flow of water, this alone would 
double the force. 
That the intake 
pipes ware never put in right, and if 
new ones ware put in and the pumps 
put in good repair all the-pressure 
necessary would be supplied. He 
thought the only way to purify the 
water was to put in mechanical filters 
and these would render it a* health­ 
ful as spring water, but would proba­ 
bly not remove every particle of color. 
Mr. Tighe also agreed to put more 
hydrants im the business portion of 
the city without additional rental coat 
to the city. The matter was discuss 
ed for some time, when in order to 
test the sentiment of the council on 
the matter, a motion was made that 
the city pay the rental dne providing 
a satisfactory contract as to making 
these improvements could be made. 
This motion carried without rn dis­ 
senting vote. The question of pay­ 
ment was then settled by a motion 
that orders for the amount be drawn 
and placed ic the hands of the city 
treasurer, to be by him paid ont when 
a committee consisting of Mr. Be­ 
ment, who will have charge of the 
improvement, and Mr. A. P. Farrar 
and S. L. Bean shall report the work 
properly done. On motion, a com­ 
mittee of three consisting of Ald. 
Larson, McMaster and Gardner, was 
appointed to assist Messrs. Bement, 
Tighe, and McClenahan to draw up 
$ formal contract and report the same 
Thursday evening. 
On Thursday evening the commit­ 
tee reported a lengthy contract cov­ 
ering ell the above points in detail 
A motion was carried that the coun­ 


cil defer action until to-night al 9 
o'clock, and that t he committee pre­ 
sent it to the meeting of the business 
men at 8 o’olock. It will probably be 
agreed to and thus the whole matter 
will be settled and we will have good 
service both ae to pressure and char­ 
acter of the water.

grant to the state in trust for the rail­ 
w ay company, aud the only questlou 
involved w as whether the lands should 
go to the H astings & Dakota company 
or he restored to the government for 
the benefit of the settlers who hod 
“squatted” thereon. The congression­ 
al graut provided that the grant, when 
earned nnd properly selected by the 
company, should be certified to the 
state by the secretary of the interior, 
aud It w as thereupon made the duty 
of the governor, without «Dy option on 
his part, to deed the lands to the rail­ 
way company. 
The H astings & D a ­ 
kota company lost Its charter In 1887, 
for failure to operate Its line of road, 
having sold the sam e to the Chicago, 
M ilwaukee & St. Paul oompany. and 
was given by law three years thereaf­ 
ter in which to wind up Its affairs aud 
dispose of its property. 
Within that 
time it sold all its property and a s­ 
signed all its claim to these uncertain 
“indem nity” lands to its vice presi­ 
dent, Russell Sago of New York. 
Commissioner Stone, the last Repub­ 
lican comm issioner of the general laud 
office, had decided that the “seieotlon” 
made by the company before the a s­ 
signm ent to Sage was invalid. 
Act­ 
ing upon the strength of this decision, 
and competent legal advice, for the 
purpose of aiding the settlers thereon 
to get these lands, we drew and se ­ 
cured the passage of the bill, where­ 
by. because of such Invalid selection, 
the state virtually refused to receive 
the lands under the graut, or deed to 
the railway company, or to Sage end 
its assignees, and directed the govern­ 
or to relinquish the lauds on behalf of 
tiie state to the government. 
But In 
the fall of 18P4 Mr. Hoke Smith, the 
Democratic secretary of 
*,'u'i<.rior, 
overruled the former decision of Com­ 
missioner Stone, and in Novembor of 
that year certified to the state a small 
PHD, uhout 5.000 acres, o f tills tract, 
for the exclusive benefit of Kuseell 
Rage, under the old grant.

cratic auditor of state certified the list 
to the governor’s office to he de< led to 
Rage, and it thereupon became the im­ 
perative duty of the governor, in obey­ 
ing the law, to sign the deed. This 
w as the state of affairs when Bov. 
Clough took the office in January. '95. 
There was no secrecy or concealment 
about this matter at any stage. These 
facts were notoriously of record nnd 
well known to everybody interested.

In 
the fall of 1K94. certified to the state, 
for the benefit of Russell Sage as such 
assignee of the H astings A Dakota 
railroad company, a sm all quantity of 
the land embraced In this iudemnity 
graut. l>eing iu all shout 5,(KM) acres, 
leaving still uncertified of said lands 
about 55.(KK) acres.

nal United States law. when the grant 
w as made Jt w as declared to be the 
duty of the governor of this state, 
w henever nuy of said lands were so 
certified to tne state by the general 
government, to deed the sam e to the 
railroad 
company. 
Under 
this 
law, 
which the governor, when he took tho 
oath of office swore to obey, this tract 
of 5,000 acres should have been deeded 
to the company In December, 1894, or 
January, 1895, the signing of such a 
deed being an act of the governor over 
which he exercised no discretion w h at­ 
ever, but which w as a compulsory 
duty Imposed by law, 
‘T h e land, in fact, was not deeded 
promptly, as both Gov 
Nelsnu and 
Gov. Plough declared that.unlesa the 
signing of the deed w as obligatory, 
they would not execute it. each declar­ 
ing his unmeasured sym pathy with 
the settler*, and expresalng the hope 
that they might get the land Instead of 
th* company. 
The fact that this 5,000 
acres tract was aw aiting the govern 
oPa signature w as well known to the 
author of the MU before the legislature 
met.

never been cultivated a re included in 
the enu m eration. 
T h e re a re in the 
F n ite d S ta te s over 200 native or wild 
species o f this cla ss w hich are rec­ 
ognized

excellen t 
forage 
1 plants. 
It is thought that more a t t e n ­ 
tion should be given to these natives,

th ere

In all the operations o f th e fa rm 
there is alw uy s a big ch an ce to get 
new and valuable ideas or get a new 
application o f an old Idea. 
T h e r e a re 
four aud a half million fa rm ers in tin* 
I ’liltedStates, and a g reat 
m any of 
them a re bright, thinking men. who 
use the head a s well a s tin* hunds in 
their fa r m work. S ta ck in g corn fodder 
is un Im poitant operation to the dairy 
farm er, who has uo silo, and th e fo l­ 
lowing is the w ay Jo h n M Ja m is o n of 
Ohio describes Ids m ethod in th e N a­ 
tional S to ck m a n : 
"F o d d e r should a lw a y s be ricked so 
th at It can Ik* used from the end o f the 
rick, not uncovered any fa s te r than it 
Is u»i*d. 
T o do this, the builder should 
com m en ce a t the |>oint farth est from 
the place it is to be fed, finishing each 
cou rse at the end o f th e rick from 
which It is to be us«*d. 
I f carefu lly 
built this way, but little fodder will be 
exposed while the rlek is being fed out. 
In stacking, th e middle o f the rick 
should a lw a y s be kept full

T h e re will be m ore o r less sh rin k ag e 
and a large percentage o f these onions 
will be lost if the proper ca re is not 
given to ventilation and m aintaining

and other reasons, most grow ers pre­ 
fe r to disjKise o f the crop a s soou a s 
possible, and are willing to accept low 
prices ra th e r th an m u the risk of loss 
by storage. 
It is absolu tely essen tial 
for successfu l w inter storing th at the 
b ulbs should be well m atured, th or­ 
oughly cured, not bruised, and iu a per­ 
fectly dorm ant 
state.

Although the excitem ent caused by 
the discovery of the “ X " rays has iu 
a great m easure abated, exp erim en ts 
are being quietly prosecuted in many 
laboratories with a view o f widening 
the range of utility already suggested 
by Prof. Roentgen's discovery. 
In one new exp erim en t in G erm any 
the hum an body was su bjected to the 
action of the rays through an apparatus 
of special design, which enabled spec­ 
tators to clearly observe the action of 
the diaphragm dem onstration was made 
In England, w here the Roentgen rays 
were applied to anim als without a n ­ 
aesthetics. more particularly for dlsg 
nostlc purposes. 
W h ere radiographs 
of living anim als are ordinarily taken 
the subject has to be kept still, either 
forcibly o r by anaesthetics, but in this 
case the anim als were moving when the 
pictures were tain . 
T h e first application o f the rays w as 
made to tw o horses’ Knees, one of which 
was broken kneed. 
T w o excelleut radi­ 
ographs were obtained, which clearly 
show the difference in the tw o cases. 
T h ese results prom ise to be of great 
service to the veterin ary surgeon, us 
such an application o f the “ X " ray to 
m oving o b jects prom ises to do aw ay 
with the extrem e tediousness and diffi­ 
culty of keeping tin* su b ject perfectly 
quiet during the prolonged exposure. 
Although in thlN instance tin* horses 
moved freely altout during the tim e 
they w ere radiographed the lines of the 
picture were perfectly sharp. 
T h e sci­ 
entist who conductt*d the experim ent 
says that although he would scarcely 
yet undertake 
to successfully 
radio­ 
graph a vicious horse galloplug around 
a paddock, he will guarantee th at the 
spinal column of a circu s horse as it 
trots around the aren a can be distinct­ 
ly reproduced in an " X ” ray picture. 
It is proposed by tin* application of 
this system to m ake a series of radio­ 
graphs of the wild anim als at the L on­ 
don Zoo.

□ T h e above proposition was read on 
Tuesday evening, but as it seemed to 
differ somewhat from Mr. Tighe’s 
verbal proposition, the council did 
not consider it at all, but adjourned 
until Wednesday evening, when Mr. 
Tighe was to be present. 
On Wednesday evening Mr. Tighe 
appeared before the council accom­ 
panied by Mr. Robert Bement, presi­ 
dent of the St. Paul water board, and 
an expert in putting in water plants, 
and Mr. Horace Stevena, also a mem­ 
ber of the St. Paul board and a prom ­ 
inent contraotor.
